PROTOCOL SIGNED. 

Agreement With China Arranged With 
Powers. 

London, Aug. 18.— In a despatch from 
Shanghai, the correspondent of the 
Times says tho protocol of the tariff 
treaty was signed yesterday (Saturday) 
by tho British, United 'States, ■German 
and Japanese representatives, without 
reservation, and by the Austrian, Bel- 
gian and Dutch representatives 
adopted referendum. 

This action, continues the Times cor- 
respondent, was principally due to the 
United 'States commissioner, T. S, Shar- 
retts, desiring to conclude the business 
before returning to tho United iStates. 
The Chinese commissioner, lacking im- 
perial sanction, did not sign tho protocol, 
therefore, if China Tejects it, the signa- 
tures affixed yesterday will be void. Tho 
document provides that tho now tariff 
becomes operative November 1. Portu- 
gal, adds the correspondent, complicates 
tho situation by claiming a concession 
of two small islands near Macao, and 
tho right to build a railroad from Macao 
to Canton, as a quid pro quo for her ac- 
ceptance of the new tariff. This inci- 
dent, says the representative of the 
Times, illustrates tho difficulty underly- 
ing this whole question. 



HELP FROM WALES. 

.Miners Will Send Money to Pennsyl- 
vania Strikers, 

London, Aug. 18. — William Abraham, 
a member of parliament lor Rhonda 
Valley, division of Glamorganshire, and 
president of the 'South Wales 'Minora' 
Federation, in an address delivered to- 
day before the Ithonda Valley miners, 
urged the acceptance of the proposal of 
a financial contribution to assist the 
strikers in the LJuited States, who, he 
said, were lighting for the cherished 
principle -of arbitration. The meeting 
passed a resolution in favor of contri- 
butions being made by the federation.

Yokohama, Aug. IS.— The littlo island 
of Torshima was overwhelmed by a vol- 
eanic eruption between August 13 and 
15, and all the inhabitants, numbering 
loll persons, wore undoubtedly killed. 

The island is covered with volcanic 
debris, and all the houses on it have dis- 
appeared. The eruption is still proceed- 
ing, and is accompanied by submarine 
eruptions in the vicinity, which make 
it dangerous for vessels to approach the 
island. Torshima is one of a chain of 
islands extending between the Bonin is- 
lands and Hondo, the biggest island of 
the Japan,

Chatham, Mass., Aug. 18.— Tho Grand 
Trunk boat club of Montreal vanquished 
the Americans after a great struggle 
in the war canoe race, the leading event 
of tho day's programme of the Ameri- 
can Canoo association at Pleasant Bay 
Tho race was for tho championship of 
America, and tho position at the finish 
were: Grand Trunk first, Medtord Boat 
club second, and Wabewawa, of New 
London, third.

This opened his 
eyes, and he canvassed the city for or- 
ders, lie has now another man engaged 
and is doing a large business, selling all 
ho catches at -ID cents. Hi; states that 
lie calculates to catch 8-") worth in an 
hour ami a half, and he is so well ac- 
quainted with the haunts of the crabs 
ami the best time to catch them, that 
he could supply live times as large a 
market as he does.

Belief That His Marriage With 
Miss Van Ai'en Was 
Broken off. 



He Chose Reading Room of 
Fashionable Hotel for His 
Suicide. 



Newport, R. I., Aug. 18. — R. R. Rem- 
ington, of New York, committed suicide 
by shooting in the reading room - on 
Bcllovue avenue here this afternoon. 

Mr. Remington was engaged to marry 
'Miss (May Van Allen, daughter of Jas. 
.1. Van Allen, of this place. It is thought 
that ho was dispondent over matters 
of a private nature, but his friends do 
not kuow the conditions. It was an- 
nounced recently that his marriage to 
.Miss Van Allen hud been indefinitely 
postponed. Mr. Remington was about 
10 years old, aud was at the head of the 
Remington Advertising Agency, a NejB 
York concern. He had been staying at 
the La Forge house, from which he took 
a walk early this afternoon. He went 
to the readiug room at about 2) o'clock, 
and was in the library alone when he 
fired two shots from a revolver, aiming 
it a spot between the eyes. The bul- 
lets penetrated tho brain and death is 
thought to have been instantaneous. 
The report of the suicide caused a 
teat shock to the summer residents in 
this city, to whom Mr. Itemiugtou was 
well known, as he had been closely 
identified with all the social world here 
for the last seven or eight years. IHis 
engagement to Miss May Van Allen had 
been the topic of conversation for somo 
mouths. At first it was denied, and 
then affirmed, and it is generally be- 
lieved that there was a deliuite engage- 
ment between the young people up to 
within the last three weeks, when it 
was broken. 
Since then Mr. Itemiugtou has been 
)iy gloomy and despondent, although 
when asked about the engagement hd 
stoutly affirmed that he was to be mar- 
ried in tho fall. He left the city about 
a week ago. breaking up his arrange- 
ments here and sending away all his 
effects. Last Thursday, however, he 
suddenly returned to Newport. He had 
frequented the reading room, which is 
the leading club of Newport, and a gen- 
eral lounging place for the mon of tho 
summer colony, but bad kept aloof, and 
it seemed to be his desire to be left 
alone.

POLES IN GERMANY. 

Demonstration in Their Favor in Berlin. 

[Berlin Aug. 18.— A fervid assemblage 
of 2,000 Poles here yesterday cheered 
what was called the Polish demonstra- 
tion. There was a scene of extraordinary 
enthusiasm. Herr Wrobel, editor of a 
Polish newspaper published in Berlin 
during the course of a speech exclaimed 
"Prussia will disappear from the map 
before they succeed ia Germanizing tho 
Pole's, and destroying their hope of the 
resurrection of Poland. The new Poland 
will bo not the prey of tho aristocracy 
and clergv, but free, democratic, real. ' 
The speaker added that nil Germans 
were the hereditary foes of the Poles, 
including every r'- ! fwl party, even the 
Socialists.

Captain O'Donnell, 
who served on Dewet's staff throughout 
the war, will start immediately for 
America in order to prepare the way for 
the visit of the generals, lie says that 
altogether about 5(H) Americans and 500 
Irishmen were 'with the (Boers. 

Late in the afternoon tho Boer gen- 
erals left their hotel and proceeded to 
the docks to embark on the steamer 
Batavier for Rotterdam. In spite of 
the secrecy of their movements, a large 
crowd awaited the generals and cheered 
the departing visitors. 



NAVAL MANOEUVRES. 

Great Fleet Basses Before the King— 
The Shah. 

•London. Aug. 18.— The naval man- 
oeuvres mi the Solent today were mar- 
red by the weather. Torrents of rain 
and half a gale of wind drove the spec- 
tators from the sea front, and it wai 
noon instead of 10 o'clock when tin 
iKoynl yacht Victoria and Albert left 
Cowes and took ICing Edward through 
the lines of the fleet. Subsequently an 
array of the battleships and cruisers, 
to the number of nearly SO unmoored, 
formed in two columns and passed on 
either side of the Victoria and Albert. 
All the war vessels manned ship as they 
passeu the Royal yacht. 

The evolutions of the fleet had to be 
curtailed in consequence of the weather, 
rendering the proposed dillleult "grid- 
iron" movement dangerous. The flotilla 
of torpedo boat destroyers escorting the 
King pitched in such a way that they 
looked from a distance like a Khoal uf 
porpoises playing around the IJoyal 
yacht. The Victoria and Albert return- 
ed to ('owes about ." o'clock ami the 
fleet dispersed to take up its usual 
duties. 

The Shall of Persia, MtlzaiTei- Ed-Din 
and his suite, who arrived at Dover 
yesterday, and stopped at the Lord War- 
den hotel, reached London today and 
took up their residence at the Marl- 
borough House as the guests of King 
l'ldward. In accordance with the Per. 
sian monarch's express wish, the train 
from Dover only traveled UO miles an 
hour. His Majesty therefore had plenty 
of time to array himself in full state 
form, and when he left the train at Vic- 
toria station ho was resplendent in a 
blaze of diamonds. On his tarboosh 
(cap) a huge diamond stood out like a 
head light. His epaulettes were adorn- 
ed with large emeralds and his breast 
was covered with jewels of all kinds. 
The gems worn by tho members of the 
Shah's suite were only a little less rich 
than those of His Majesty. The (Prince 
of Wales, Lord Lunsdowiie, Lord Itob- 
•erts and the members of the Persian 
■legation and others, met the roval travel- 
ler at the station. Tho Prince of Wales 
and the Shah shook hands and the visi- 
tor was introduced to the prominent per- 
sons present. The Prince of Wales per- 
sonally conducted the Persian monarch 
to a Royal carriage and they drove off 
escorted by a detachment of Life 
Guards and followed by other carriages. 
The weather was miserable, so the sight- 
seers were not numerous.

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At the last meeting of the \ oters' 
'League the subject of available agri- 
cultural lands was discussed and finally 
a committee was appointed to wait ou 
the government and ask that the ex- 
penses of- investigating the laud in the 
vicinity of Campbell river be borne by 
the government, the idea beiug to send 
a committee of three to do the iuvesti- 
gating"— two from the league and one to 
represent the government. A member 
of the league stated that he was under 
the impression that the lands in the 
neighborhood of Campbell river had 
been reported on by a government olll- 
cial long ago, and that this report could 
be had in printed form at the govern- 
ment otlico. 

\s long ago as 1SSS the government of 
the day sent a survey party to explore 
the iNortheru portion of the Island, and 
the lauds in the Campbell river valley 
were included with the rest, the results 
of tho trip beiug included in the yearly 
blue book presented to the House. More 
recectlv report of exploratory surveys 
have been included in tho handbooks is- 
sued by the government for free distribu- 
tion These consist of extracts from tho 
reports of provincial government surveys 
which have been made at various times 
since 1SS0, and give the most important 
information contained in the several re- 
ports, and practically cover what may 
lie regarded as the unoccupied areas ol 
the province, ami are brought down to 
1001. 

The reports include portions of Van- 
couver Island; Queen Charlotte islands; 
Northern British Columbia, including the 
Bulkley and Nechaco valleys; the val- 
levs and islands on the Northwestern 
Coast; and the Osoyoos district in South- 
ern Vale. These have been consolidated 
for the use and convenience of the ever- 
increasing number of those desiring in- 
formation relating to government lands 
in the various districts. 

The following is the portion referring 
to the lands under discussion: 

"Campbell river is a rapid stream, 
falling into Discovery Passage in lati- 
tude 5(1 degrees 2 minutes and 60 seconds 
three miles uorth of Cape Mudge. Being 
informed that the river was impassable 
for canoes, I did not attempt its navi- 
gation beyond Nunu's, one and a halt 
miles from its mouth. 

"I noticed on this river an excellent 
track of farming land, apparently 
stretching north and south along the 
line of coast, and having a depth of 
about one mile. This would embrace 
some open prairie land lying in a wedge 
between the const and the river on- its 
first mile. 

"A mile and a half up the river, the 
(Messrs. Nuun, who arc the advance 
guard of settlement to the north, are 
clearing a farm, and seem more than 
satisfied with their acres. So^ also, at 
Mr. James Knight's location, live miles 
south of Cape Mudge, excellent laiid 
was shown me, with "lots siuiLar in the 
neighborhood." Good timber is found 
here, fir and hemlock, with large maplo 
in proximity to the river's bank. 

"Leaving the river at Nairn's, I went 
across country, not seeing it again until 
Campbell lake was reached. Two miles 
out, the Ouincham, 123 feet aoove the 
sea is crossed, a small stream flowing 
'through a confined valley to the Gamp- 
bell The country for past one and a 
half miles is valueless; the timber, 
though scattered, is good. Crossing this 
small valley we ascend to a plateau, .>;>U 
feet above the sea, gradually rising to 
the southwest, containing excellent laud, 
timbered with scattered fir and hemlock, 
three feet diameter, berry bushes form- 
ing tho underbrush, and stray maple in 
groves. This pleasing country holds lor 
two miles to a summit 0(50 feet above 
the sea, where the land becomes rocky 
ami poor and timber scrubby, this char- 
acter prevailing to Campbell lake. A 
small, unnamed lake (550 feet) was pass- 
ed live miles in, and, after crossing 
some bare, rocky points (sandstone for- 
mation), Campbell river, where it leaves 
the lake, was reached six miles S. !!•> 
degrees YY. from its mouth. 

"Campbell river, at this point, flows 
swiftly, I'll) feet wide, through rocky 
banks" rising on either side 150 feet, 
sparsely timbered with scrub hemlock. 
Followed down for a mile mid a half, no 
change from this was perceptible. After 
some difficulty, the river was crossed a 
quarter of a mile below outlet, and the 
traverse of a rocky point brought us to 
the northeast corner of Campbell lake. 

"Campbell lake, by aneroid -175 feet 
above the sea. is seven miles long, lying 
ahoiu west, with tin average width of 
one ami a quarter miles. A narrow 
strip of good land, with a varying width 
of l.lilltl lo 1,5110 feel, borders the north 
shore, being the toe of a rocky ridge. On 
tin- south, poorly limbered ridges, 300 
in 5110 feet high, lie close to the lake 
shore, excepting a valley or depression, 
one and a quarter miles wide, seen 
stretching ten miles to south towards 
the loot Of Bugged Peak (4.000 feet . I 
I regretted not being able to explore in 
[his direction, as also another valley, 
supposed to be that or the Upper 'Camp- 
bell river, bearing S. HO degrees W. from 
west end of lake, between Crown moun- 
tain and the high land lying to the tvest. 

••I was fortunate in frothing two ob- 
servations for latitude on this lake. <*he 
onlv ones obtainable in my later trips. 

"Plowing in at its western extremity 
in two channels is a large river. H00 to 
401) feel wide at thus point, and having 
-. valley a mile wide, supposed to rise in 

eighhorhood of Crown mountain. 

"Continuing west in hope of meeting 
iMr. Fry in latitude 50 degrees 2 min- 
utes, as arranged, I loft this valley, and 
•tossing a rocky ridge 350 feet above 
the lake we entered a rolling country, 
ridges 200 feet about, principally tim- 
bered with hemlock, fir, and cedar, three 
feet diameter, for the most part in un- 
derbrush, alternating with open and 
bushy meadows and heaver ponds. 
Though the summits of these ridges are 
generally rocky, on the slopes, which 
are gentle, is good land in abundance. 
The meadows and ponds are easily 
drained, the water-shed being south to- 

ards the Upper Campbell."

That Campbell river val- 
It y is heavily wooded may he judged 
from the fact that the greater portion of 
the land is held under timber leases.

Man o£ Big Schemes Now a. Physical 
Wreck. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. IS— A Loretto, 
Pa., special to tho Pittsburg Dispatch 
says: 

•'President Charles Schwab, of the 
United States Steel corporation has ac- 
cepted the advice of physicians and de- 
cided to retire indefinitely from active 
business life. He will leave the United 
States to seek some quiet nook in a for- 
eign climo where not an echo of the 
strenuous life lie has led can reach him. 
This information is authentic. 

"Dr. Godin never leaves the Schwab 
homo and the exact nature of his pati- 
ent's illness cannot he learned through 
him. Mr. Schwab is not confined to his 
bed. hut spends much of his time on the 
wide veranda, which affords fresh air 
and a sweeping view of the mountain 
slope. He is always with his wife or 
his parents. The strange part of Mr. 
ISchwab's illness is that he is always in 
view of those who call at the house, 
yet he will not allow any person to ap- 
proach him. Heretofore tho visitor to 
the Schwab home was greeted with a 
hearty welcome and a vigorous hand- 
shake.

AUTOMATIC LIGHTSHIP. 

Light Burns Several' Months Without 
Attention. 

'According to the Scientific American, 
an automatic lightship has been sta- 
tioned at the Otter Bock, near Islay, 
■ iff the west coast of Scotland, where 'it 
is subjected to greal stress of weather 
at all seasons of the year. The vessel 
is divided into three water tight com- 
partments, ami in the central one there 
are two iras tanks with a storage capaci- 
ty of L-as for several months' supply. The 
experiments already made with this sys- 
icm of maritime beacons prove that the 
light in the Oiler Rook vessel can be 
denended upon In hum continuously and 
reliably for a number of months. The 
approximate duration of the light can al- 
ways be predetermined, and there is no 
danger whatever of the light's lieing ex- 
tinguished either by wind or spray. The 
•.-as is stored in the tanks in the hold at 
a pressure of 150 to ISO pounds per 
sqnaro inch, and n very efficient appara- 
tus is provided for regulating the pres- 
sure to the burners, Surrounding the 
lantern is a platform on which an atten- 
dant may stand In light the beacon or 
adjust the flame. Within the tower is 
the fitting valve, by means of which con- 
nection is made to the tanks for the pur- 
pose of charging with gas. the supplv 
lieing renewed in the usual way. and Ibis 
valve also emit mix the gas supplv from 
the tanks lo the lantern. The boat is 
provided with n large hell for use in 
case of fog. which is made to ring auto- 
matically by means of a device which 
utilizes the gas, as it passes from 111" 
lantprn, to actuate the hell-Happed. The 
lighting is not interfered with in the 
slightest degree by the operation of the 
bell-striking device. The gas. after bav- 
in- expended its force in ringing the bell, 
is supplied to the lantern, and the light 
burns and the bell rings day and night 
for months without attention.

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LAWYER'S UNIQUE HYPOTHESIS. 

When Representative Tompkins of Ohio, 
was a young lawyer out' In the Buckeye 
State, and was winning his spnra, he occa- 
sionally found it profitable to accept n case 
in the justice court In the country. He tells 
tho following story of the argument made 
oy a rural barrister before such a magis- 
trate.

-Tiie minutes 'of our last meeting are 
the longest on record," was the reinarU 
of liis Worship to the assembled alder- 
men last night. "Take them as read, 
came the response, and accordingly me 
■board passed on to tho more immediate 
business of the evening. 

The ,lirst 'business on tile was a letter 
from the Commissioner of Immigration 
for the province or Manitoba, who ad- 
vised the aldermen of the approachiug 
Visit of the party of British journalists, 
as given in Sunday's Colonist, and ask- 
ing the Mayor and 'Council to do the 
amiable as might appear necessary. 

His Worship— These are a party ot 
leading British journalists. 

Aid. Yates (sotto voce)— Are they a 
desirable class of visitors? 

Aid. Williams moved, and it was car- 
ried, that the matter be referred to the 
iMayor and the editors of the two city 
papers perchance with power to act. 

II. 1*. IUthet & Co., Ltd., wrote as fol- 
lows: 

SEA INSURANCE COMPANY. 

We acknowledge your notice of the 20th 
ult., to this company, as also to other 
marine companies that we represent, asking 
lor a license fee for the half year end- 
ing loth January, 11)03. and amounting to 
.flO. We must advise that this is the ilrst 
intimation that we, an agents, or our com- 
panies, have ever received of such a charge 
Before we can pay the same, it will bo 
necessary that we submit the matter to our 
respective offices, and In doing so, .we 
should be furnished with a copy of the 
Act, or the resolution of your board making 
the charge compulsory, and we would ask 
you to kindly send us such a document for 
each company for whom we have received 
a notice, to whom we must send tho same 
before we can assume any liability In the 
matter. „, , n 

As the business of our offices is small 
(especially that portion entirely emanating 
and terminating in this city) we are In- 
clined to think they will demur at the 
charge, and probably withdraw from writ- 
ing such lines. 

Our understanding and opinion has al- 
ways been that the license we pay as com- 
mission and Insurance agents, quite justi- 
fies us In conducting marine agencies, 
which do a very much smaller business 
than lire companies. As the insurance la 
practically not Victoria business Individu- 
ally, wo think the tax you ask for Is In- 
consistent. We feel that we must also 
point out In making a specific charge of 
this nature against marine insurance com- 
panies, It Is a direct charge against the 
commerce of our city, and is one which will 
tend to depreciate it. It is usually the aim 
of corponitloiia to Induce marine insurance 
companies to etituhlish agencies, for the 
purpose of securing merchants, hunks and 
all interested In commerce, . with such se- 
curity as they retpilro to enable them to 
secure protection in the different classes 
of adventure they might undertake, all of 
which tends to bring custom nud finance to 
our shore.- and which, without the facili- 
ties of marine Insurance, would scarcely 
be undertaken. 

We might add that this Is the first in- 
stance we have been aeked for a direct 
city tax or license, and we have marine 
agencies at Portland, Oregon: heat tie. 
Wash.: Tacoma. Wash.: Vancouver, Nauul- 
mo, Sew Westminster, and TO this city. 

Aftrr consideration Of these facts, we 
trust to learn the charge will be rescinded 
by your goodselves.

B. M. Johnson wrote rn lot of the 
IBeswick estate, next to the .City hall, 
and stating that he was now tible to of- 
fer the same for $8,300. Laid on the 
table, to be considered with other site 
propositions. 

The condition of an alley on the Work 
Estate between First and Second streets 
was pointed out by George W. Ander- 
son. The city engineer will report as to 
cost of repairs. 

A. Toller offered further suggestions 
as to tho water supply on the high levels 
as follows: I 

1. Referring to Mr. Raymur's communi- 
cation of a week ago, with reference to 
•water on higher levels, "that it would only 
supply a portion of the high levels." This 
I hold is absolutely Incorrect and mislead- 
ing, for the 50,000 gallon reservoir would 
supply 117 people at 120 gallons apiece, or 
say 100 families at least, which would be 
very many more than we have up on the 
higher levels; It would do this and have 
lots o£ water to spare. 

2. ilr. Raymur says "tho reservoir could 
not be instated until the rainy season." 
This Is incorrect, for the rainy season will 
not commence for three mouths, for statis- 
tics show that the rainy season does not 
commence until Uie 1st of December, tak- 
ing an average of IP years, and the reser- 
voir would not take more than three weeks 
at the most to erect and put in order (as 
1 have the figures with me now to that 
effect) that, about the rainy season has been 
the "put off" for the last ten years and 
more. 

3. Mr. Raymur says, "I would advise 
putting tills off until next year." Now, 
where Is the advantage in this'.' Next year 
we shall be very much worse off than this, 
and the demand for water will be greater 
and tho supply less. 

4. Mr. Raymur "would not recommend 
the Council 'to build a reservoir on leased 
land." Well, that's good, but if the Coun- 
cil have no money and the people will not 
vote money for complete overhauling, cost- 
ing say Vi millions, we are in the same 
condition as when we started, when for 
less than $2,000 the reservoir, as suggest- 
ed, would give complete satisfaction, not 
only to the higher but lower levels, for 
twtt'en the reservoir was tilled by pumping 
through the night, the lower levels would 
be left with all the power throughout tho 
day. 

The commissioner has. for the last flvo 
years, promised us an Improvement in the 
supply on the higher levels, with lust tho 
opposite result. Five years ago we had a 
good supply and could sprinkle our gard- 
ens: now we have none at all for sprinkling 
purposes. Three vears ago I was urged to 
put in a tank costing upwards of $184, and 
now I am urged to put In a new pipe;: the 
end will be the same, no water. The water 
Is full of sediment, which quickly stops 
up the pipe; my tank has to be cleaned out 
every six months, being coated with mud 
in consequence of the water being Imper- 
fectly filtered. What we needj is a f,H.<KH! 
gallon reservoir on leased land for the time 
'being, costing los< than $2,000. This woil'd 
give an ample supply of water to higher 
levels, and would supply the whole of the 



people on the higher levels with all the 1 
water necessary and could be erected In ' 
less than thr«e weeks. 

All of which Is respectfully submitted. 

. A'LRURT irOMLBR. 

The city clerk advised the council that 
he had received the ordinances of Los 
•Vir-eles citv, bearing on bicycles, and 
that there was in it nothing compelling 
riders to carry lamps. This letter was 
laid on the table. 

The city solicitor recommended the 
following investigations: 

RE REMOVAL OF SAND. ETC.. FROM 
liEACH. 

I desire to .recommend that the city en- 
gineer with Mr. Hargreaves, be fortnwlth 
instructed to prepare for the Council a 
plan showing the position of the roadway 
and lands aloug the coastline on the Straits 
rrom the Dallas hotel to the city boundary 
on Foul Day, and showing and reporting 
upon the following particulars: 

The, original title to the laud on which 
the roads were made; when and by what 
authority the roads were made: the boun- 
daries of the coast line as shown on the or- 
LSnalUtle deeds or the official plans, with 
proper references to dates and whereabouts 
of the deeds and plans; also showing any 
encroachments made on the sea front by 
the action of the sea, and any interference 
bv owners or others with the original space 
dedicated or left for roadway. 

With regard to the lands granted to or 
owned by the city, these should be special- 
ly shown. The plan should give the ap- 
proximate level without survey, of tne 
'■lilt or land above hlghwater mark and, 
■where the highway Immediately abuts on 
The shore, should show (without survey) 
approximately the grade and extent or tne 
beach to low water mark, and the nature 
of the sea boundary, whether shingle or 
rock. And any information to place on 
record for all time what now la the pro- 
tection .to the highway and shore Hue 
against encroachments from the sea. 

Mr. Bradburn stated in explanation 
that there would not be any difficulty 
about the water front of the Park, but 
from Clover Point to Foul Buy moio 
than half of the roadway had been re- 
cently taken up by private owners. 

Aid. 'Cameron was in favor of the idea, 
but would like to know what it would 
cost. lie therefore moved that the 
citv engineer report as to the approxi- 
mate cost of the investigation. I limed. 

The city engineer reported as follows: 

1. Communication from O. F. Goldsmith 
re drainage nuisance on Dallas road from 
Brie street souLherly, a distance of 1-T> 
feet. On looking over the locality in ques- 
tion 1 find a short piece of box would be 
a great convenience. 1 would therefore re- 
commend the work to he done. Estimated 
cost ?20. 

2. Communication from A. J. Money, sec- 
retary Voters' League, asking that the 
system of underground wiring be taken 
Into consideration across James Buy cause- 
way. I may say this matter has been un- 
der consideration for at least nine months, 
and all companies have promised td meet 
the wishes of the city in every particular 
except the trolly wire, which, of course, 
cannot be avoided. I would therefore re- 
commend that the Voters' League be in- 
formed accordingly. 

3. 1 have the honor to report the plans 
and specifications of the superstructure of 
the proposed steel bridge at Point, bluce, 
which were handed to me by Mr. H. L.

The citv carpenter reports and recom- 
mends the renewal of the following plank 
sidewalks: 

McCluro street, east side, between South 
Park and Superior streets. Estimated cost 

''Chatham street, north side, from Quadra 
easterly. Estimated cost $208. 

Chatham street, south side, between 
Quadra and Cook streets. Estimated cost 
$200. 

The first of these items were adopted 
and the balance were referred to the 
Streets committee. 

The sanitary Inspector recalled the 
fad that some months ago he had re- 
ported several old shacks as being un- 
sanitary 1 , since which time he had heard 
nothing in that connection. A confer- 
ence with the owners will he forthwith 
called. 

The Finance committee, in connection 
with the proposed incorporation of the 
Homo for the Aged and Infirm Women, 
recommended the donation of $2o to the 
funds of the home.

DELIGHTED 



Professor McMillan and Party 
Return From San Juan»Bo- 
tanical Station. 



■Professor Conway MdMillun, of the 
University of Minnesota, and u party of 
H5, consisting of professors and students 
from several United 'States colleges, who 
have spent the past month in studying 
marine plant and animal life at the 
botanical station at San Juan, returned 
by the Queen City yesterday to their 
city headquarters, the Dominion hotel. 
The leaders and members of the party 
express themselves as delighted with 
the facilities which the southwest coast 
of Vancouver Island affords for the 
study of their particular branches of 
science, declaring that it is unequalled 
by any other point in America. 

The .month spent at 'Snn Juan has 
been n highly profitable one from a 
scientific point of view, many new speci- 
mens of marine flora and fauna having 
been secured mid their habits studied 
by members of the party. The results of 
their work will be published later on in 
the scientific journals of tho United 
States nud Europe. Many expressed 
surprise that such a rich field of inves- 
tigation has been so long neglected by 
'Canadian students of marine zoology. 

Professor .McMillan said the only 
drawback to tho station wns the want 
of proper transportation facilities. The 
station is about three miles from tile 
steamboat) lauding, ami the only means 
of communication is by small boat, 
l which is impossible when' the sea is at 
all rough) nud a very rough trail almost 
impassible for ladies. It is his hope 
that before next season the government 
will' construct a road which will enable 
baggage and supplies to be taken to 
the station by horses. 

The party left last night for Glacier, 
where they will do some mountain climb- 
ing, whence they will disperse to their 
homes.

GOING, BACK. HOME 
Scenes ^JgflSiS the || in 

The correspondent of Uie Daily Chron- 
icle at Ermolo, Transvaal,' writes on the 
present situation, and the condition of 
the country im.uediatel.v_ subsequent to 
the declaration of peace . 

"So now it all stands bleak ami deso- 
late. It looks the worse because all the 
hlSs are black with burning as the lork- 
shiro birks with heather. I could draw 
a terrible picture of a land blackened 
by the flames of war. How thrilling, 
but how great an error! For the 
llatnes were .the names Of pence. As 
soon ns our men saw the whole land 
flaring to heaven lu long lines of tire, 
they knew the burghers meant to accept 
the terms and peace was- certain. To 
burn tho veldt in winter is as peaceful 
an occupation as ploughing in spring. 
"Oil " said the knowing ones (and every 
Tommy is knowing now), "so they are 
preparing the veldt for the nuns and 
young grass We can wind this show 
np"° And now they are hard at it, 
winding up indeed. The first thing to 
be wound up is the lOU.tXXJ miles of 
barbed wire which made the entangle- 
ments along the blockhouse lines. As 
soon as peace was declared, the Civil 
and military, represented by Millier 
and Kitchener, began to bargain over 
the blockhouses and wire. There are, 
I believe, 7,CU0 blockhouses in the 
whole of South Africa, and apart from 
the labor (which camo from the sap- 
pers and other soldiers), they cost 
about £20 to £25 to build, "h." stood 
out for £10 apiece from the Civil Ad- 
ministration, Milner demurred. 'Tv. 
who is a mighty keen bargainer, offered 
to throw in 1,000 yards of wire with 
each blockhouse. Finally I believe, tho 
price will be about £S, but 1 think no 
wire is included. Well, that is the wire 
I have watched the Leicester* winding 
up over mile after mile, as I trekked tor 
the last two days along their line from 
the depot at Standerton, where all life 
is dust and curses and railway stall' of- 
ficers, up into the silent heart of the 
country here. Winding up the entan- 
glements is a svmbol of peace, but do not 
Suppose the soils of the Midlands like it 
better for that. You should hear their 
appeals to the gods ns the barbs tear 
their hands in the eold wind, and they 
know that every gash may produce a 
"veldt sore," that will last for weeks. 

On the second day out we came up- 
on an old Dutch trek-waggon lumbering 
along behind twelve oxen and hall- 
strangled in the old Dutch way. Under 
the hood at the back sat the mother 
in her "kapje," surrounded by a collec- 
tion of children, crockery ami provisions. 
On the fiat in front was piled such house- 
hold furniture as had survived or been 
made in camp. With tlie oxen marched 
the Boer, followed by his little son. It 
was tho first family that 1 had seen go- 
ing home. Perhaps it was the very first 
that went for the case was unusual. The 
Boer told me quite simply that he was 
a rich man, and that he had banked his 
money before the war. He had sur- 
rendered a mouth or two back, nnd 
gone to his family in tho Standerton 
concentration camp. His waggon had 
been saved, and now ho had bought the 
oxen at S:in ai iece frjnu the Govern- 
ment, and hud come liwn.v, owing no 
man anything. lie hud even refused 
the rations and tent which the Govern- 
ment issues to burghers .setting out to a 
ruined farm. He had 'heard his farm 
was not ruined; at all events, it still had 
a root. So ho went on in faith. The 
average Transvaal farm is about 7,000 
to 8,000 acres, but this man, as 1 
found from a map, with his father and 
brother owned about as much as six 
English parishes, and at the midd .y 
"outspiui," 1 saw tlie bigilanded proprie- 
tor bring his oxen across the drift, let 
them loose, collect dry flung, for fuel, 
make the fire, cook, and help rub tlie 
thick coating of dust froai tlie children's 
clothes and faces. Then he turned off 
towards his distant farm by another road 
to mine. 

Besides this family, I have already 
seen some thirty or forty burghers rid- 
ing up anil down thi country on lh a 
tough little ponies which have served 
them so well through tile war. Almost 
without exception they are going to 
their families in some concentration, 
camp, or are still searching for some 
news of them. Our signallers and 
telegraph men along the line do all they 
can to help, nud I have seen the flags 
wag out such unaccustomed messages 
ns : "Wire Meorbank Durban: Is 
Mrs. Jan Breitenbach, of Smutsoog 
there? Seven children." The tele- 
graph station of the King's Own (York- 
shire. L. I.I, on the Tnet'el Kop, about 
this place, is crowded all day with tlie 
rough and bearded men who have just 
come oil commando, and arc calling to 
our orderlies to send wires to each camp 
in succession, and discover where their 
wives and children may possibly be. To 
many tin answer duly comes, for in- 
stance: ".Mrs. Oosterhuzsen, nt Bar- 
ben-ton Ciinip, so many children. In- 
form husband." A great many of the 
burghers in tlie field also have followed 
the fortunes of their families by some 
hidden process of intelligence which the 
Boer seems to share with tho Hindu. 
They know, not only in what camp 
the families are, but whether any of 
the children have died or not. Prob- 
ably most of this information comes 
through the Kaffirs on their own farms 
but that will not account for it all, and 
1 have not discovered yet to what we 
must put down the rest. It is part of 
tho strangely accurate Boer intelligence 
throughout the war. On tlie other hand 
I have already met half-a-dozen or so 
who can get no news of their families 
at all. They telegraph to all the 
camps in the neighborhood but nothing is 
known. In despair they generally ride 
off with their hags of rations to tour 
round tlie camps themselves, They 
will certainly hear the news in time, for 
the camp registration has been carefully 
done. The fault probably lies in tlie 
incomplete attempts to sort out tlie 
camps into districts, hut wherever the 
fault lies it is a bitter search, and when 
a war-worn figure patched with bits of 
rawhide and plush curtains, comes up 
anil says, "Xot know where vrouw an 1 
kinder." one can only make wild sug- 
gestions and hope for'tlie best.

There are a few practical steps which 
might he taken to render their trip profit-' 
f-ble anil pleasant. Wo suggest that a 
man might he hired to recite- "Our Lady 
of the Snow-s" to tliem three times a 
day during their sojourn in Canada. As 
they passed through tho fruit-laden, sun- 
colored gardens of the East, the wheat 
fields of Manitoba and the Territories, 
on to tlu> balmy shores of the 'Pacific, 
the singular appropriatness of this 
epithet would thus he brought home to 
them. 'Doubtless as a pale reflex of our 
feelings when we visit Great Britain, 
they would murder the reciter before 
they left, hut he would have died in a 
good cause. When they arrive hi Brit- 
ish Columbia wo might have prepared 
for them a little booh called "Misin- 
formation, or the British journalists' 
vadu incvuni on BritisD Columbia" in 
which a few examples of the grossest 
blunders in the British press about this 
province might be compiled and collated. 
A few hints might lie added, such as 
that "British Columbia, U. S." is not 
a popular form of postal address in this 
province, and so forth, and so on. In 
these ways the forthcoming visit of these 
distinguished journalists would be edu- 
cationally advantageous to them, mid, at 
tho same time highly beneficial to our- 
selves.

BIGHTS OF THE POLICE. 

Colonel Denison has been preachin, 
very peculiar doctrine from the magis- 
terial bench at Toronto. Uo said iu ef- 
fect that it is the citizen's duty to 
do exactly what the polico tell him to 
do, and to desist from doing anything 
the police tell him not to do, even if he 
knows ho is not iu any respect breaking 
the law. This is the French and Ger- 
man idea of tho functions of the police, 
and also the American idea borrowed 
from the French, but it is not, and never 
has been the British idea, and we would 
do much better to borrow from Great 
Britain in this regard thun from France, 
Germany, or the United 'States. The dif- 
ference lies here. A policeman may 
order a citizen to do or not to do some- 
thing. The one theory is that the citi- 
zen must immediately obey the police- 
man, and make a complaint later to a 
magistrate of his over oiliciousiiess. The 
other theory is that it is the policeman's 
■business to take the name ami address 
of the supposed offender and make the 
complaint himself. Of course when a 
policeman takes upon himself the re- 
sponsibility of an arrest, that is an act 
which should never he resisted, chal- 
lenged, or questioned iu any way, until 
it comes before a magistrate. It should 
not, however, be any aggravation of aa 
offence that a man argued with ur ignor- 
ed the iwlice, where he honestly thought 
he was doing .something within his 
rights, and that the police were over- 
stepping theirs. Resistance to the police 
in the execution of their duty is a very 
serious offence; hut that does not menu 
that the public are under any obligation 
to permit the police to become the hec- 
toring bullies they sometimes do under 
the United States system. Wo live in 
a free country, and cannot too carefully 
guard against the contagion of desjwtism 
to which we are continually exposed 
through our close association witli the 
United Slates. From the tyranny which 
policemen and other potty o Ulcers arc 
there permitted to exercise against a 
suffering public may we he long pre- 
served!

IMPORTANT VISITORS. 

Victoria will shortly he visited by the 
head masters of some of Great Britain's 
great public schools, by tho Seattle 
Press club, ami by representatives of 
some of the big daily papers of Great 
Britain. All these distinguished visi- 
tors are not coming at one time for- 
tunately. There might be something 
piquant and original in introducing the 
heads of some of the ponderous old 
newspapers of Great Britain to "Western 
American journalism in the United 
'States, as represented by the Seattle 
Press club. But if a delegation of 
school masters, mostly men in orders, 
were sandwiched in between, the piq- 
uancy of the entertainment would, wo 
are afraid, disappear in fears for its 
outcome. These different parties are 
coming about the same time, but not 
exactly at tho samo time. They ought 
all to he suitably welcomed and enter- 
tained, and we hope the matter will not 
be- neglected. The visit of the British 
journalists, is to our mind, of the great- 



THE PITY OF IT. 

There are occasions upon which we are 
made to blush for our civilization. A 
most lamentable prom' of this occurred 
in Vancouver the other day. We do not 
refer to it as having occurred in Van- 
couver to draw any condemnation upou 
Vancouver, because, we regret to say, 
that a similar thing might occur in 
many other cities boasting of 'Christian 
civilization. In Vancouver there was an 
unfortunate iron moulder named Fin- 
aeran, who was a good workman, but 
Of intemperate habits. We may take for 
granted that his drunkenness had long 
since passed the stage where it could ex- 
cite anything save pity and commisera- 
tion as a deadly and incurable dis- 
ease. And before we proceed to relate 
the sad fate of poor Finueran, may we 
ask the question whether society can al- 
together free itself from responsibility 
for tho condition to which this man was 
reduced? We imprison criminals, we 
confine and try to cure lunatics, bat the 
unhappy victim of alcoholic poisoning 
wo leave to destroy himself amid tor- 
tures thai are none the less appalling, 
because they have 'been in the first in- 
stance self-itiilicted. But we pass over 
that. This unfortunate Finneran we 
'lir-st catch a glimpso of seated on a door- 
step in mortal misery. His old foreman 
gives him the promise of work and some 
money. Then he disappears until ou 
"Wednesday last he collapses in a drug 
store. The druggist revives him and 
calls a doctor, who despatches him in a 
hack to the City hospital. Finneran has 
now left the random charity of chance 
Samaritans and is at the mercy, the 
tender mercy, of our organized social in- 
stitutions. "What happened? lie re- 
mained in the City hospital till Friday 
afternoon, when he was sent, where'' To 
jail! And why? Because there was no 
properly appointed apartment in the 
hospital in which his case could be treat- 
ed! We venture to say that in all the 
anuals of jurisprudence no such reason 
for sending a man to jail was ever ad- 
vanced before. Lest we be accused of 
doing anyone an injustice, we may state 
that, we take the plain, unvarnished tale 
of the Vancouver Daily News-Adver- 
tiser as our authority, and that we quote 
its exact words in giving the reason for 
Finueran's removal to jail. We have 
consulted the criminal code ol Canada 
and the most eminent jurists within 
reach, and we have not discovered any 
indication that it is an indictable offence 
to be sick of a disease, for the treat- 
ment of which there is no proper apart- 
ment in a city, or any other, hospital. 
Nevertheless, Finneran was sent to jail. 
From Friday night till noon on Satur- 
day he remained there, without medical 
attendance, aud at -1 o'clock on Satur- 
day afternoon, death brought him par- 
don for the crime of suffering, and made 
his jail delivery. By what is called the 
irony of fate, a legacy of ten thousand 
dollars was waiting for Finneran to put 
in a claim for it. We prefer to make no 
comment upon this story. It chokes ut- 
terance it' the truth must lie told. Ii 
gives a fearful glimpse of the underly- 
ing brute in man which twenty cen- 
turies of Christianity have failed to 
eradicate as yet, and which through in- 
advertence, peeps out sometimes in our 
most carefully planned institutions, the 
monuments of our civilization, such as 
hospitals and jails. We are not refer- 
ring to Finneran as the brute. 



The commission appointed to enquire 
into alleged illegal fishing on the Cowich- 
an and other nearby rivers, held its final 
sitting for the taking of evidence in the 
City hall yesterday afternoon, tho mem- 
bers of the commission present ueing 
Hon. Win. Templeman, aud A. \\. 
Vowell, superintendent of Indian al- 
fairs. His Worship Mayor Hayward, 
who has taken an active interest in the 
subject both in his capacity as chief 
magistrate and as President of the Tour- 
ist association, was also present, aud 
Mr. G. T. 'Mann was iu attendance as 
legal adviser. 

Tho following letter was read: 

Victoria, I). C, August loth, 1902. 
To the Honorable Senator Templeman and 
Messrs. Vowell and Sword: 

Gentlemen: As it will be Impossible for 
me to attend the meeting of the* commis- 
sion on Monday next, I would like for you 
to draw the attention or the said commis- 
sion to a few facts wMeh have come under 
aiy (personal observation. Although 1 am 
not an angler that can speak authoritatively 
cm the habits of llsh, I have nevertheless 
done considerable fishing, not only on Van- 
couver Island, 'but In numerous other places 
I have fished on the Cowichan river for 
the last live years, aud have had occasion 
<lurlug the fifteen years J have been con- 
nected with the Drlard hotel to send, I 
might sav, hundreds of people to the dif- 
ferent fishing grounds; hut principally to 
Cowichan hike and river. From the time 
I first commenced Dshlng ou the Cowichan 
river, my experience has been that the 
Qshlng each year cot poorer and poorer, and 
1 have no hesitation in saying that if Uie 
same cure anil attention were given to our 
lakes and rivers as are given in other 
places, anglers would come here from all 
parts of the globe. I have beard It ex- 
pressed repeatedly that with the takes and 
rivers we have on this island we ought to 
be able to offer Inducements to the angler 
that could not be excelled anywhere. As 
It Is now, after traveling thousands of 
miles, thev have to leave not only disap- 
pointed, hut (disgusted. (Furthermore, H 
am In a position to state positively that 
good fishing means thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars to a community. In ray 
judgment, although there may be a dlfler- 
ence of expert opinion ns to the amount of 
harm the weirs do. I have always consid- 
ered the government had declared them 
■illegal, and several visitors have expressed 
themselves to me that if they had known 
this province allowed weirs they would 
n»1 have taken the trouble to come. In 
this way I am a directly Interested suf- 
ferer. Yours truly,

The first witness to

IMr. Burton, said wl 
nine years ago. there l 
in the Cowichan river 
there for 120 or HO yea; . 
was equal to any to be found in the 
world. In the last five years the fishing 
bail deteriorated on account of the log- 
ging which destroyed the feeding 
grounds. The weirs were absolutely a 
benolit instead of a detriment. If it 
were not for the weirs there would bo 
no] steel heads caught in the river. He, 
had caught 14 steel heads out of about 
50 held in one of the weirs. If the 
river belonged to him he would pay to 
have the weirs put up every spring. He 
would weir the river for the purpose 
of keeping the fish in the river. A four 
ixmnd fish could pass the weirs. Tho 
weirs would not stop trout. Spring sal- 
mon, dog salmon and eohoes run up the 
river. Thought it a good idea to open 
the weirs from Saturday morning till 
Sunday night. It was nonsense to say 
the river was fished out. The harm 
to the fish was done by logging, not by 
Weils. He strongly favored the doing 
away with netting by the Indians. 
Could not say that Indians were In the 
habit of selling large quantities of fish. 

Questioned by Mr. Mann, Mr. Burton 
said the weirs' checked the steel heads 
and in that way afforded good fly fishing. 
Indians do not catch steel heads as they 
never tish with a fly, 

Mr. Burton favored the close season 
for trout from October 15 to March 1. 

Mr. C. 11. Lugrin said the effect of 
enforcing rigorous regulations on the 
livers of New Brunswick was of great 
benefit to tho whole community. The 
Indians and white' settlers on those riv- 
ers had strongly opposed the applica- 
tion of the law, 'pleading that it was an 
Interference with their old established 
rights. They were in the habit of 
spearing salmon. When the regulations 
were enforced the fishing improved, sal- 
mon became plentiful in rivers where it 
had been previously almost unknown, 
the Indians found profitable employment 
ns guides to visiting fishermen, and the 
settlers were greatly benefitted by the 
increase of travel. He believed 'weirs 
in a river would he a serious obstacle 
to fishing. Knew of one case where a 
visiting angler was deterred from goiug 
to (Cowichan river because he had heard 
there were weirs there. 

Senator Templeman read a report 
from IMr. Sword to the .Minister of 
.Marine and Fisheries in which he had 
recommended that the Indians should be 
allowed to use weirs in the Cowichan 
river. 

IMr. Mann pointed out that the Fish- 
eries Act declared weirs illegal, and that 
.Mr. Sword had exceeded his authority 
in making such a recommendation. 

John Carthew said he considered 
weirs or any other obstruction of a 
stream would be injurious to fish, as 
they would be prevented going up to 
spawn. Knew nothing about the weirs 
>n the Cowichan. On the Skeenn the 
weirs had done an immense deal of 
harm. They had cut off Luke P.abine, 
which was one of the best spawning 
grounds on the river. If weirs were kept 
open part of the time they would not 
be so harmful. 

Detective Palmer had visited the 
weirs ou the Cowichan river. (Saw an 
Indian standing on one of the weirs 
with a large hook on a pole watching 
for fish. Saw several nets along the 
banks ready for use. There was a dam 
on one of the streams running into the 
hike on the Qunmicau reserve. No fish 
could pass that dam. There is a natural 
fall on the river. Understood fish went 
over that fall. He was told by some of 
the settlers that if the fishery regula- 
tions were enforced the Indians Would 
retaliate by preventing white people 
from fishing on the river. 

This concluded the taking of evidence 
and the commission adjourned sine die. 

Before adjournment Senator Temple- 
man read several letters from persons 
who had signed the petition in answer 
to which the commission was appointed, 
but who were unable to attend and give 
evidence. The opinions expressed in 
these letters, like much of the evidence, 
were diverse, hut nil agreed upon one 
point, viz., that net fishing should be 
stopped. 

iMr. IMnnn drew the nttention of the 
commission to the importance, when 
making their report, of considering the 
fact that weirs and other obstructions 
were Illegal under tho provisions of the 
Fisheries Act, and that although the 
weirs on the Cowichan river had been 
permitted up to the present as a time 
honored privilege their use was a clear 
contravention of the law. 

(Senator Templeman said tho commis- 
sion had not been appointed to decide 
any question of law. but to report upon 
the actual facts with regard to the 
methods of fishing in vogue on the 
Cowichan and other streams in the 
neighborhood of Victoria. He was im- 
pressed with the fact that the fisheries 
regulations are not being strictly en- 
forced.

with the vessel. The direct examina- 
tion of each took very little time, but 
tile cross-examination was rather 
lengthy.

As there appears to be <--ome misunder- 
standing as io the identity of the White 
I'ass Yukon Railway company, the 
following particulars mas be useful at 
this juncture: 

In the first place the company is al- 
most entirely a British one, although the 
active management of the concern is in 
the bands of oOiciais located at Scuttle; 
certainly the great bull; of the capital 
was subscribed in England. There is 
n local board oi" directors for Victoria, 
composed of Wm. Wilson, II. W. Hill, 
W. A. Ward and .1. II. <!raves, and 
Kobert Cassidy, K. C. is- secretary. 

The White Pass Railway company 
operate under throe original charters, 
two of which are Provincial and Domin- 
ion charters, and the other a United 
State-; one— that referring to the eigh- 
teen miles of rails over tho disputed ter- 
ritory between Skagwuy ami 1 ho pro- 
visional boundary. This latter is the 
charter of the Pacific & An tic Railway 
& Navigation company, and the fact 
that this little affair was an American 
one seems to be the only excuse for hav- 
ing the managemei t of th" entire line, 
which is the only railway in!" tin.' Yu- 
kon, in the bauds of 'Seattle olBcials. 

The other two charters acquired by 
the White Pass people were, lirst, that 
granted to the British 'Columbia & Yu- 
kon railway, covering the route from the 
point reached by the Pncilic & Arctic 
railway ut the international boundary, 
across' tho northern purl ion of the prov- 
ince of British Columbia to the boun- 
dary of the Northwest Territories; nnd 
the' second charter, that of the British 
Yukon company, which is empowered to 
build from the last-mentioned point to 
Selkirk. Of this latter distance only 
the line to White Horse lias as yet been 
constructed. 

Thus it will lie seen that not only is 
the line practically operated throughout 
it-s entire length under British charters, 
but British capital almost altogether is 
interested in the undertaking. And in 
view of this fact merchants of Victoria 
protest that it is unfair that, apart 
from a proposed traveling representative, 
the company should have no business 
representative in this province. As 
pointed out by one of the members of 
the IBonrd of Trade, the advantage giv- 
en Seattle merchants through that city 
being the only Coa«t point having a 
resident business agent, was a most un- 
fair discrimination against both Vic- 
toria and. Vancouver. 

A shipper who knows whereof ho 
speaks, and the customs returns bear 
him out, says that seventy-live per cent, 
of the freight linuled over the White 
Pnss & Yukon railway originates in 
British and Canadian territory, rnd it 
is .manifestly impossible that the neces- 
sary' commercial facilities will be afford- 
ed shippers on this side of the line by 
the provision, as proposed, of one trav- 
eling representative, besides a lawyer in 
Victoria and another in -Ottnwn. 

Then, again, if a traveling representa- 
tive is necessary, might not the com- 
pany have ut least selected a 
Victoria or n Vancouver man? Why is 
it necessarv that an outsider should be 
given the appointment? As pointed out 
■by n merchant yesterday, the proposed 
change looks very much like nn attempt 
at retaliation on the part of the White 
'Pass railwav people at Seattle for the 
attention paid to the matter of their 
freight tariff by the authorities at Ot- 
tawa. 

The Vnncouver press notes the fact 
that the Board of Trade of thnt place 
had passed a strong protest -against the 
proposed action, pi the railway 



pnny. and that copies of the resolution 
hud been forwarded to the British own- 
ers of the company and also to the de- 
partment at Ottawa.

To Wind Up 

The Kooienay 



Old Company Will Be Absorbed 
By the Rossland Great 
Western. 



Last Report Proves Satisfactory 
to the Shareholders in 
London. 



The ohl Kooteuuy Miutug company of 
iKossland will bo wound up at oucc and 
■will bo re-embodied in a new company 
taking over the Rossland Great West- 
ern urines. Tbe decision was readied 
■at tile last meeting of the company in 
liondon. The shareholders at their 
meeting took a good deal oi comfort out 
of a report showing ore going !?7.-i0 a 
ton, with an iron excess or 30 per cent. 

iC'. Williamson Milne, the chairman, 
said: "The latest report which we 
have had from Bernard .MaeDouald is, 
I am glad to suy, thoroughly satisfac- 
tory. If you go back to the report of 
Mr. MacDouald up to 30th September 
lust: "The oreshoot which "showed sU 
strongly in Nos. 2, 3 and -i tunnels was 
not found in tunnels Nos. 5 and wheu 
they were driven. With a view to prov- 
ing this a shaft was sunk to the depth 
of 015 feet below the No, tunnel, and 
from this shaft, at depths of 40O feet 
and 500 feet, level drives being run 
Itvesterly in the vein to locate the ore- 
shoot. So far we have not been suc- 
cessful. There is another possible way 
of accounting for tho absence of the 
ore in tho Nos. 5 and ti tunnels; tins 
is that the oreshoots in their downward 
course assume a very flat position in the 
vein. In this event the oreshoot in the 
upper level would rake off sharply to 
the west, passing in its downward 
course over the heading of tho No. 
tunnel. This possibility will bo _ ex- 
ploited by work now planned, and it is 
hoped that the downward continuation 
of the oreshoot will be located in either 
one or the other of the localities in 
which exploration- is now being con- 
ducted.' 

"Well, I am pleased to say that -Mac- 
Donald's theory has proved correct, as 
will be seen from the following report of 
William Thompson, the general superin- 
tendent. He says: 'I beg to submit 
herewith my report on the mining opera- 
tions of your company during the month 
ended 30th June, 11)02. Kxploratiou and 
development — No. (i adit tunnel: This 
tunnel was advanced a distance of 1)3 
feet, making the total length from the 
portal 1,754 feet. The entire 93 feet 
was driven on ore, making the total 
length of the oreshoot. as opened Up 
longituulnallv on the vein 33-1 feet, the 
last 00 feet of which was on clean ore, 
assaying on an average $11 per ton, all 
values. 

" 'North crosscut: A crosscut wa.s run 
north at ti point 1,07'.) feet from the por- 
tal. This crosscut was driven a dis- 
tance of 18 feet toward the hanging 
Wall, and shows ore and vein filling the 
entire distance, an average assay yiold- 
iug $2 per ton. It is noteworthy that, 
as the tunnel extends to the west, a 
marked improvement is manifest both 
in grade and extent of the ore bodies. 
The present face of the drift is in solid 
ore, without any signs of either foot or 
liauging wulls, and gives average assays 
of $7.40 per ton, $0 of which is in gold.' 

"In a further communication Mr. Mac- 
Donald states that the constitution of 
tho ore renders it peculiarly suitable for 
smelting purposes, and wheu 1 say that 
the iron contents are approximately 30 
per cent, in excess of the silica, all those 
who have any knowledge of smelting 
will appreciate the immense improvement 
which these later developments indi 
cate in the value of our property. 

"The ore has a peculiar value as t 
flux for smelting lead and copper ores. 
This excess of iron, iMr. iMacDouahl in- 
forms us, is usually paid for by the lead 
smelters at the rate of 10 per cent, per 
unit, which would bring the value of the 
ore for settlement purposes up to £3 
per ton. The gold value, both Mr 
Thompson and Mr. IMaeDonald tell us, 
averages $6 per ton. Mr. Thompson 
mentions tho average assay value a; 
$7.40, and I presume the $1.40 reprc 
sents the otluy contents of the ore, 
namely, silver and copper. Mr. Mac 
Donald, however, makes no mention of 
this in his letter, and estimates .the total 
smelting value of the ore now developed 
as $11 per ton, which is paying grade. If 
wo are correct in our assumption that 
the $1.40 per ton represents the silver 
and copper contents, the average smelt- 
ing value of the ore should be $10.40,"

YUKON GOLD OUTPUT. 

Shipments Since Opening of Naviga- 
tion :i Aggregate $0,500,000. 

A Dawson letter dated August 6, 
says; The total gold shipments from 
Dawson to tho outside for the present 
season, since the opening of -navigation, 
amount in round numbers to $0,500,000. 
Up to August 1 the shipments, as shown 
by the export certificate records in rhe 
comptroller's ollice, aggregate $5,SS3,- 
347. Since the first of this month two 
bank shipments of a quarter million 
dollars each have been sent out arid n 
numlier of fat individual pokes have 
been taken Iby different ones. The re- 
cord given liy the comptroller is the 
first exact record ever afforded in the 
territory, but, since not all the exports of 
the several camps in the territory are 
recorded here from month to month, the 
total as given does not embrace some 
of the shipments from other places, 
which may amount in the aggregate to 
$100,000 or $200,000 more. The other 
chief points which may export gold are 
Big Salmon ami Forty-iMile. 

The shipments from Dawson by 
months this season were as follow*:

While no pronouncement has been made 
on tho question, it is quietly intimated 
that on tho occasion of the recent visit 
of Jaiiu^ J. Hill to Rossland an ar- 
rangement was arrived at between tin' 
Great Northern magnate and Mr. Mac- 
kenzie whereby the rate on ore between 
tho mine anil smelter will be reduced 
from 40 cents to 2."> cents per iton. This 
reduction will lake effect presumably at 
tho same time as the reduced coke 
charge becomes possible, the two conces- 
sions representing a saving in tho cost 
of treatment of 75 cents to a dollar per 
ton. 

It is further understood that ns n quid 
pro quo for the concessions thus secured 
Mr. Mackenzie pledges the Le Roi mine 
to ship not less than SOO tons or ore 
daily. 'Phis would necessarily increase 
the working crew at .the mine to not less 
than 750 men. The move is believed to 
be a pawn in .Tames .T. Hill's campaign 
toward making Northport the principal 
smelting centre of tin- district. 

The nnnounucemcut has already hoen 
made that negotiations have been closed 
by the Le Iloi mine thnt will bring about 
a series of exhaustive experiments of the 
Flmoro oil process of concentration ns 
applied to Rossland ores. The details of 
tho plan have not been stated, but it is 
understood that a milling plant . capable 
of handling 10 to 20 tons- daily will be 
installed and that this will be' followed 
by tin- orpctio'i of a 2o0-ton plant, the 
latter lo further demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of it ho system. Wacors were 
offered here yesterday by business men 
who claimed to have an absolute assur- 
nnco thnt within five months a 250-ton 
stamp mill would be operating on Ttoss- 
lnnd ores.

SWIMMER'S CRAMP. 

it is Xot so Very Dangerous if the 
Swimmer Will Keep Cool. 

From Outing for August i 

If swimmers could be traln-d lo keep 
cool under nil circumstances there would 
bo comparatively little drowning among 
bathers and summer pleasure seekers. 
Cramp is usually assigned as the cause 
■when some good' swimmer drowns. Hut 
cramp ought in reality to be nothing 
serious. Usually it affects only an arm 
or n leg, or may be, only n hnud or 
foot. Any moderately good swimmer 
can keep afloat witli one arm, or even 
without the use of thnt; yet good swim- 
mers are drowning every week ns a re- 
sult of cramp. If such fatalities wore 
analyzed, they -would be more prop >r'y 
classed as drownings from fright anil 
loss of nerve. This conies from iho 
fact that everyone is taught in childhood 
to fear the "water, and comes ns a 
grown man and a swimmer to fear 
cramp. The average opinion is that 
tho man tvho is attacked when swim- 
ming in deep water is as good as drown- 
ed. Therefore, when a swimmer feels 
a log or arm begin to era nip he i« 
frightened, in most oases, entirely out 
of his wils. die loses his head, begins 
to splash nnd paw and struggle, and 
then goes down. 

What the swimmer sliould remember 
is that he can keep afloat with verv, 
very little effort if ho will turn on his 
bark nnd keep his ebi-st inflated.. It 
is the simple matter of floating, which 
every swimmer knmvs and finds very 
easy. If the swimmer will keen coiil 
and float, the cramping limb will fre- 
nuently relnjc after a little, and he will 
find himself as well as over.

Coroner Hart held an Inquest yester- 
day morning into the death of Pearl 
Fleming, the particulars of whose awful 
death at the hands of her demented 
mother were given in 'Sunday's paper. 
The verdict arrived at was the only one 
possible under the circumstances, that 
.Miss Fleming had 'been murdered by her 
mother, who was insane. 

At the Emmanuel Baptist church on 
Sunday special reference was made to 
the tragedy of the previous day. .Miss 
'Fleming had been a member and helpful 
worker both in the church ' and Sunday 
school,' and the Rev. 'Mr. Vicliert, dur- 
ing the morning service, paid a tribute 
to the departed, while, instead of the 
regular Sunday school, gave place to a 
memorial service. Addresses were made 
by the superintendent, A. 1 Liggett, and 
W. Marchant, both bearing tribute to 
the faithful work done for the school by 
Miss Fleming dming her connection with 
the church. iuc two hymns, "Shall We 
Gather at the River'.'" and "Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul," were sung, and a 
melancholy interest attached to the sing- 
ing of these particular verses, Inasmuch 
ns they bad been sung by tho deceased 
at a picnic of the Sunday school held on 
the Arm a few days before her untime- 
ly tragic death. 

' The coroner's jury having view 
ed the remains, the lirst wit 
ness called was Dr. Ernest Hall. Up 
on being sworn, he stated that on Sat' 
unlay morning, between (! and 7, lie 
was 'called to 3-1 North Chatham street. 
He found a nuqiber of neighbors there 
| and Mrs. Fleming in 'bed in a room at 
the rear part of. the house. She was 
ijuiel and looked placid. In the sleeping 
apartment .if tin mother and daughter, 
in the front part of the bouse, on a 
double bed, which could be approached 
from either side, he found Pearl Flem- 
ing on tho loft side of the bed. There 
was no indication of any struggle, the 
•bed clothes were not disturbed, and tae 
disorder in the room was evidently 
caused by the preparations for the 
daughter's departure. He found a grout 
mass of blood on the pillow and some on 
tho adjoining wall. He found severa, 
slanting wounds about an inch above tlia 
left eye-brow. The wounds were about 
an inch .mart, and the skull was f rup- 
tured. She was living at this tune tae 
pulse being fairly good and boundmg. 
Tho respiration was irregular, and the 
surface of the body pale. It 
dent she had lost a great deal of blood. 
She was suffering from compression of 
the brain. There was not the slightest 
ind<cation that she had moved tiboiit. 
Witness sent for the ambulance and noti- 
fied the police. Death occurred just as 
the ambulance arrived, while Consume 
O'Leary reached the scene about the 
time she died. 

The witnVss repented that there was 
no evidence that the girl had recovered 
consciousness. The pillow itself was not 
disturbed, 'lis opinion was that s.ie mo 
passed from sleep into unconsciousne.-s. 
He had held a post mortem on toe body 
nnd found every organ normal outside 
the conditio! of the skull and brum. 
There were eight cuts on the scalp, seven 
being parallel. There were at Jwut 
seven distinct blows with n moderately 
sharp instrument, and the ■whom lett 
side of the skull was practically sm.r sh- 
ed in. Seventeen pieces of the skull came 
out in the post mortem, another oemg 
quite loose. Tiere had been ex tens TO 
bleeding-. Deatli was caused by the in- 
juries deceased received. In his opinion 
the wounds weie caused by the shur;) 
Bide of an axe like the one produced. 

He was acquainted with the deceosJ'J, 
and could identify the body. Hie in- 
juries in any case would have caused 

'''To'tlio Chief of Police-Mrs. Fleming 
was absolutely irrational. She could 
remember nothing after tho time she 
and her daughter went to ^ed. She did 
not recognize (Mrs. Graham, and said 
she thought she was "mamma." She •> so 
said she had not slept for 10 weeks. 
Her conversation was very disconnceto 1, 
while her manner was that of childish 
innocence. In ansker to questions by 
witness, she said a '-nigger hit her," 
causing the marks on her head. She 
further said that "a big thing like a 
nioiikev wrench, as bid as a house, press. 
o,l down upon papa. Pearl and I tried to 
lift it up, hut could not. There was a 
nival bill nigger in the sand pit." 

One of the neighbors spoke about 
Pearl, and Mrs. Fleming said: "I did 
not want her to go away." Witness 
asked her when she saw Pearl hist, and 
she replied: "We slept together last 
night. 1 told her I wished she dill not 
have to go, and she said she must go." 
Then Mrs. Fleming said: "I asked that 
man a while ago how if Pearl should die 
up there, how would they get her down 
to her papa?" 

Witness had asked her what she did 
with the axe, and she said: "I did not 
see an axe since yesterday." Witness 
then asked what she had done to Pearl, 
and she replied: "The porridge in the 
back of my head stirred me up. Many 
nights have I had to put my head down 
to let the porridge stir and stir." Her 
hands were stained with blood. The 
blood on her head was caused by slight 
cuts which might have been done ns she 
was lifting i he axe to st rike. 

Dilmore Graham, of 30 North Chat- 
ham, tho next witness, was acquainted 
with deceased, who liyed next door. Me 
also knew the mother, who had lived 
alone with her daughter the last kw 
months. On Saturday morning nbout 
•Jit minutes to (i he heard intermittent 
knocking at his back door. He arose 
and. looking, saw Mrs. Fleming running 
up and down in her nightdress, brandish- 
ing the axe (produced) and shouting 
"Oh! Oh! Oh!" Witness returned to 
his room ami dressed, coming out with 
.Mrs. Graham. Mrs. Fleming continued 
to run up and down the vnrd. 'Mrs. 
Orahnm shouted: "Put the axe down!" 
and Mrs. Fleming rushed away, falling 
as she did so. Witness picked up the 
use and hid it, Mrs. Graham at the 
same time catching hold of iMrs. Fiein- 
ln »- The latter was excited and said 
she wanted to make a hole to get into 
it. His wife asked where Fenrl wits', 
and Mrs Fleming gazed wildly about 
and cried. "Pearl! Pearl! 'Papa want- 
ed her and I killed her." There were 
blood-stains on Mrs. Fleming's night 
dress. 

Mr. Piclcard, who arrived on the 
scene, went for a doctor, and witness 
called Mr Agnew, who asked 'Mrs. 
l'leming what had become of Fear], nnd 
received the same answer as Mrs. Gra- 
ham. Mr. Agnew went into the house 
and. returning, told them what had oc- 
curred. Mrs. Fleming was quieted down 
shortly afterwards nnd taken into the 
bouse Witness then went into the de- 
ceased s room. She was lying very 
quietly and breathing. He saw a mass 
of Wood on her head and pillow, but not 
the slightest indication of a struggle. 
The doctor and police arrived shortly a f- 
terwnrds. Witness saw Miss 'Fleming 
about S o'clock the night before. She 
was very cheerful, and talked about go- 
ing away the next day. He saw Mrs. 
Fleming previous to the crime, either 
'Friday morning or Thursday evening, 
he wasn't sure. He had seen Mrs, 
l'leming quite frequently. She wns of- 
ten melancholy, but apparently all right 
when he saw her last before the mur- 
der. 

Mrs. Graham wa« next sworn. She 
bad known 'Miss Fleming about four 
years. She last saw her alive on Fri- 
day evening aliout S o'clock, when she 
camo iu to say good-bye. During the

"Sometimes it feels as if it would 
hurst." Witness afterwards saw her 
walk tip and down the yard holding her 
hand to her head. Then she disappeared 
down the cellar. 

The witness added that '.Miss Fleming 
had advised her not to let her daughter 
no in and Btay with her mother for any- 
thing, and it was quite evident she was 
afraid of her. 

'Coroner Mart, in summing tip. point- 
ed out to the jury that the present case 
permitted of there being no doul-t as to 
the milliner of the girl's taking off, and 
of necessity a verdict against the mother 
must he returned, as the law presupposes 
that, such crimes, when committed by 
people who were afterwards adjudged in- 
sane, were done in lucid intervals. An- 
other jury would decide the question of 
criminal responsibility. After a short 
consultation, the jury returned a verdict 
as indicated above. 

At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
remains of the dead girl were removed 
from the rooms of AV. J. Ilanna to the 
late home on North 'Chatham street, 
where a short service was held. Thence 
the cortege proceeded to Emmanuel 
Baptist church, when the Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Bweu, assisted by the Rev. .Mr.
